In his lecture on “The Fiddle and thé Bow” 
ex-Governor “Bob” Taylor always makes a 
hit with the audience and justifies his free 
exercise of the pardoning power by telling 
the story of one pardon. He said that one 
day a little package came to him from the 
State prison as he sat in the governor’s 
Office. Opening it he found a roughly carv- 
ed fiddle and a note. The note:was to the 
effect that knowing the governor’s love for 
the fiddle, a convict, from his .prison cell, 
sent this rude instrument with the request 
that Te would play one tune on it and 
think of one who sat in loneliness while the 
inmates of an humble mountain cabin 
watched in vain for his coming. 

Affected by the note he investigated the 
case and finally pardoned the convict, so 
that when Christmas came joy once more 
reigned in the mountain cabin and the 
governor sat on Christmas day with his own 
loved ones, happy in the consciousness that 
the sound of the fiddle, fhe happy laughter 
of children and the smiles of a loved wife 
lit up the once sad home because the wan- 
dering, father had returned. 

The story never fails to be cheered to 
the echo. The pardon. however, it de- 
velops was most unworthily bestowed. The 
man pardoned was George McCully, who 
was yesterday arrested at Bristol on a 
charge of bigamy and sent to jail without 
bail. McCully’s first wife was here and 
labored most @arnestly for his pardon. 
When Taylor released him he left here 
without taking the trouble to look up his 
faithful wife. He. went to Greenville, 
Tenn., and there married again.. In, a 
short while he deserted the second wife 
and went to Bristcl, where, about three 
months aga he married a Miss Rosa Belle 
Ashley, who ig now prosecuting him for

The fact has 
been demonstrated on more than one 
occasion, during the past few years, that 
the surest! defense of the public lies in 
the greed of the trusts, which are con- 
stantly tempted by the power that re- 
sides in associated capital to go beyond 
the limits of their resources. 

It is to be hoped that this temptation 
will grow larger and larger until every 
combination intended to wring money out 
of the public shall share the fate of the 
whisky trust. 


The Taxon Sugar. 

A while ago, Editor Halstead was jump- 
ing up and cracking his heels together, 
and daring, all and singular, the demo- 
crats of the country to restore the tax on 
sugar. Free sugar, he said in effect, is 
the keystone of the arch of republican 
protection; let the democrats disturb it 
at their peril.

An Impartial State, 

The result of ourpresidential electoral 
system in North Dakota has tickled the 
entire country, but there are many poli- 
ticians who see in it an additonal reason 
for leaving the election of the president 
to the peoph. 

As The New York Sun summarizes 
the situation, North Dakota has a ma- 
jority of republican voters, but, in the 
late oontest, free silver and the reforms 
demanded by the people’s party played 
such an important part that no party 
electoral ticket was elected. The three 
successful electors represented the re- 
publicans, the democrats and the people's 
party. When they met to cast the vote 
of the electoral college, one man voted 
for Harrison, one for Weaver and the 
third for Cleveland. It should be siated 
that two of the electors were elected on 
the Weaver ticket, the democrats having 
voted for it with the hope of beating 
Harrison in the state and throwing the 
contest into the democratic house, if it 
was very close. 

Here we have the strange spectacle of 
a republican state electing only one-third 
of its electoral college.

of all others for the Litchfield enterprise. 

Two or three other big concerns—cne 
of them a foundry and rolling miil—are 
contemplating a transfer of their pleats 
to Atlanta, and it is almost a certainty 
that they will come if we secure the car 
works. 

The mere statement of these facts 
should draw public attention to the im- 
portant matter of our mauufacturing 
interests and the line of policy mcst 
likely to strengthen them and increase 
the number of such plants. Mr. Harral- 
son’s committee is doing a good work 
on this line, and it should be heartily 
backed, not only by the citizens; but by 
the city council and the Chamber of 
Commerce. The members of the com- 
mittee are business men, and their own 
affairs claim so mucb. of their time that 
they should have fuch assistance in 
elerical and routime work as may be 
needed. A smaJ! fund would meet all 
expenses, and the council should make 
an appropriation without delay. With 
systemati«6, judicious effort, we can draw 
many large manufacturing enterprises 
to Atlanta, and the increase of our popu- 
laf{ion and the volume of money :dded to 
our circulation by thousands of operatives 
drawing and spending their weekly 
wages will be of incalculaple value in 
building up our city. Stick to this line, 
and our poprwition will soon be doubled.

It has been recently stated by an engineer 
in an address to college students that the pe 
cunlary reward of engineering practice is 
much less than that of other professions 
where equal ability is called into play.

But 
the names of the great engineers who not 
only benefited the world, but have made 
large fortunes, are household words. As an 
instance of what we have said the words of 
an eminent and wealthy mining engineer may 


be quoted: 

“T have practiced my profession for twenty? 
five years,’’ said he, “and my receipts from 
preeeenns fees have been in the neighbor- 

ood of only $150,000, while my expenses, 
for I have kept my occount exactly, have 
been within a few thousand dollars of this.” 

There are many engineers remarkably suc- 
cessful financially and professionally who 
could duplicate this ex ence, and who, like 
this one, are yet well satisfied with the net 
results of their profession. There is no Ee 
fession which offers so many cpportunities 
to the aspirant as that of the engineer.

The Military Men Want to Carry a 
Crowd to Washington. 


A CENT A MILE WILL GET THEM 


Double That Is a Little Above Their Fig- 
ure, and Will Keep sGeorgia’s 
Soldiers at Home, 


The military boys were glad to see the 
movement started yesterday to get a low rate 
to the inauguration. 

Lots of them would like to go and there 
is a chance if the tickets are within reach. 
Two cents a mile each way is a little too 
steep for them. A cent a mile may draw a 
handsome representation from Georgia. 

If any trouble is threatened to the rail- 
roads they feel that in the soldiers they have 
protection, It has not been eighteen months 
since the troops of Savannah were sleep- 
ing in their armories in readiness to respond 
if the striking longshoremen grew riotous. 
I confess that the roads are generous in 
handling the military within thestate when 
we have encampments. They argue, or 
some of them do, that North Carolina and 
Virginia have no interest in Georgia mili- 
tary. But there are roads which are willing 
. I a ~_ 1 gent a mile. 

en why not let them do it? Why should 

a line that thinks it cannot afford to carry 
excursion parties of soldiers at 1 cent a 
mile prevent roads which are willing from 
giving the rate? 
_ The local railroad men are almost unan- 
imous in favor of giving the low rate. One 
of them says that the 1 cent a mile rate

THE PORT ROYAL'S CASE. 


Judge Speer’s Jurisdiction in the Central Re- 
ceivership Disputed. 


By agreement between the lawyers the 
hearing on the case brought in South Caro- 
lina to separate the Port Royal and Au- 
gusta railroad from the Central of Geor- 
xia has been postponed until today week, 
When the temporary receiver Was appointed 
by the state court of South Carolina, the 
matter was set for a hearing today. 

This is a -ery important proceeding in 
more lights than one. It is a move to take 
from the Central one of its controlled prop- 
erties and it is based on some of the legal 
peceee which underly the Central's 

reaking away from the Georgia Pacitic. 
If the Port Royal and Augusta is success- 
ful in cutting loose other hnes may follow, 
and there is no telling where the disintegra- 
tion of the Central system would extend. 

But the most important phase of this 
proceedings in the charge that Judge Kmory 
Speer has proceeded in this receivership 
matter entirely without authority. 

The b.il asking for a receiver for the 
Port Royal and Augusta railroad was 
drawn by Mr. Alex C. Xing, of the Atlanta 
bar, and this fact alone gives weight to the 
charge. His bill denies that the bill on 
which Mr. H. M. Comer was appointed 
receiver of the Central was ancillary to 
Mrs. Rowena Clarke's bill. which simply 
sought to break the lease of the Central to 
the Georgia Pacific and free it from the 
domination of the Richmond Terminal. It 
is charged that the same attorney who 
asked for Mr. Comer’s appointment as a re- 
seiver for the Port Royal and Augusta 
also filed the answer for that company and 
represented both the complainant and the 
defendant in the case. 

A pretty point will arise over the exercise 
of power by Judge Speer—whether he ex- 
ceeded his authority. 

This proceeding for another receiver for 
the Port Royal and Augusta road sets out 
that it is for the purpose of freeing it from 
the domination of the Central and this 
cannot..be done through a new receiver, 
then the complainants ask that the com- 
pany’s charter be forfeited. The case is 
brought by the stockholders, who own 760 
shares and who declare that the Central 
has simply bottled the property up and 
Port Royal with it. 

The Port Royal railway ‘was built in 
1859-’60. In June, 1878, the road was sold 
for the debts of the company and a new 
company was formed with a capital stock 
of $750,000, under the name of the Port 
Royal and Augusta Railway Company. In 
the same year bonds were issu to the 
amount of $1,500,000, the holders of these 
bonds being entitled to one vote for each 
$100 of bonds held. This made a 
total of 22,500 votes for both stock and 
bonds. The bill charges that for the pur- 
pw of preventing the development of Port 

oyal and of preventing the Port Royal 
and Augusta railway from becoming its ac- 
tive competitor for business the Central 
railroad acquired control of the Port Royal 
and Augusta railway by purchasing large 
amount of stock and bonds of the latter 
road, owning in 1892 4,015 shares of stock 
and $1,176,600 par value of the general 
mortgage bonds carrying a voting power of 
15,781 votes out of a total of 22,500. This 
control was acquired in 1881, since which 
time the officers of the Port Royul ard 
Augusta have been elected by the Central 
railroad, and have been the same as the 
general officers of the Central, the president 
of the Central being also the president of 
the Port Royal and Augusta. 

The bill further charges that although 
the Port Royal and Augusta has always 
earned a sufficiency of money to properly 
maintain its physical condition, its tracks 
have been suffered to run down and its prop- 
erty to become depleted, its business di- 
verted from it to the lines of the Central 
railroad, and that not only has it not been 
a , but it has been purposely ne- 
glected. 

This proceeding is encouraged by public 
sentiment in South Carolina and Augusta 
and is objected to in Savannah. Port Royal 
and Augusta see that if it is possible to 
break the Central’s contro] they will get 
an independent line, which will mean much 
for both. Port Royal once had compresses, 
fine wharves, grain elevators and many 
ships. Now the wharves are rotten, the 
compresses moved away, the elevators are 
dismantled of their machinery and the port 
has no ships. 


THEIR REQUEST REFUSED 


And the Encineers on the Loulsville and 
Nashville May Strike. 


Louisville, Ky., February 3.—After con- 
sultation with a committee from the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, held this

FEDERAL BUILDING NOTES. 


The Harman Case Has Been Affirmed by the 
United States Supreme Court. 


A recent decision by the United States 
supreme court sets the minds of United 
States Marshal Buck and Chief Clerk 
Mitchell completely at rest. 

The decision is that in the case of Har- 
man against the United States, which had 
been decided by Judge Gray, of the circuit 
court of Maine, and related to the charging 
of a certain amount upon writs served 
and as to the amount to be charged when 
one person served more than one writ. 
Judge Gray's decision was that 6 cents 
per mile should be paid upon every writ 
served, though upon the same trip, tne 
number of writs being unlimited, 

The way that Cclonel Buck and Clerk 
O. EB. Mitchell got into the discussion was 
on account of the Chickamauga park com- 
mission. A number of writs were sent out 
to be served and rmong those who served 
them was Mr. Mitchell. Just about this 
time there was a dispute between the au- 
thorities in Washington as to who should 
take charge of tue Chickamauga park mat- 
ter. The six cents per mile charged upon 
each writ was set forth as a consequence 
of the decision of Judge Gray, of Maine, 
and so sure was United States Marshal 
Buck that it would be upheld by the Uni- 
ted States supreme court that he ordered 
Mr. Mitchell to refer the charges in the case 
as based upon the decision. The money was, 
of course, never paid but will doubtless 
now be attended to as the supreme court 
of the United States has affirmed the de- 
cision of Judge Gray in the following 
words: 

1. Travel »f 6 cents per mile on warrant 
of commitment in addition to 10 cents) per 
mile for transportation of deputy and 
prisoner. 

2. Six ‘cents per mile ni every writ 
served, though only one trip made, the 
number of writs being unlimited. 

3. That the approval of the accounts by 
the court of the district where services are 
rendered, ‘s l and conclusive unless 
error or fraud can be shown. 

4. That fees allowed by the states respect- 
ively to the sheriffs are allowed the mar- 
shals where no specific provisions is made 
in the United States statutes. 

Speaking of the new inspector put in 
charge of this division, Postoflice Inspector 
Baird said: ‘Although Robert Sharp, who 
has just been appointed inspector in charge 
of this district, which comprises five states, 
is a very young man, he is one of the best 
men in the service and has done some ex- 
ceptionally bright work.

George Roberts, Who Was Jointly In- 
dicted, May Not Be Tried at the 
Present Term of the Court.

It was decided, however, 
by the attorneys yesterday morning to try 
the prisoners separately. 

It was claimed that he and Roberts as- 
saulted an employs of the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern railroad and stole from 
his person the sum of $25. The stealing oc- 
curred a few days before Christmas and 
the grand jury, that met immediately fol- 
lowing, found a true bill against both of 
the parties. 

The case was set for a hearing last Tues- 
day morning, but the attorney for the ee 
oner, Colonel Dowdy, being too unwe 
conduct the trial it was carried over until 
yesterday morning. 

Accordingly it was called up yesterday and 
the trial proceeded. 

The examination of the witnesses occu- 
pied the whole of the morning session and a 
part of the afternoon. 

The ar ent began at 3:30 o’clock and 
was concluded at 5 o'clock. The charge of 
the court was then delivered, which occu- 
pied only a few minutes.

is no alternative left but to impose the sen- 
tence of the court. I therefore sentence you 
to five years hard werk in the state peni- 
tentiary.”’
